WHAT OUR SOLDIERS 
.ABROAD SHOULD KNOW 


ABOUT TUBERCULOSIS 


To A-roid Contracting It. They Should 


Understand the Disease and'the 


.Means of Prevention. 


-Should the American soldier in 


France greatly fear contracting tub- 
erculosis after what has been said of 
the frequency of tie disease among 
French soldiers and the French civil- 
Ian population?" is the question asked 
by Dr. S. Adolphus Knopf In "The 
Journal of the Outdoor Life," under 
the title "What the American Soldier 
Now Fighting in France Should Know 
About Tuberculosis." 


Pointing out the dangers of the 


French environment-he says that even 
before the war the death rate from 
tuberculosis in Franpe was twice as 
high as. for example in" New York 
City. This, he declares, is due both to 
the lack of adequate anti-tuberculosis 
•Work in that country and to the weight 
of French tradition which is. averse to 
the use of cold water and fresh cold 
air. These conditiorivwere accentuat- 
ed by the hardships of the war. Hasty 
mobilization made ' thorough medical 
examination of troops impossible. The 
privations and exposure of trench life, 
invasion and deportation further de- 
veloped and spread the disease. 


"Fortunately for the American sol- 


dier," he goes on, "his early training 
-in the love of fresh' air and thc use 
of cold water on his body have- made 
him -naturaljy more resistant to the 
disease, and to the honor of our mili- 
tary stfrgeons it must be said that tire 
examinations at the recruiting. office 
are most thorogh, so as to weed out 
those who are strongly affiliated with 
the disease in the incipient stage. Thc 
examination is. repeated after a few 
months' training so as to make sure 
that no tuberculous invalid is in active 
service."

United States Geological Snrver bi- 
tuminous production declined '579,000 
tons during the week ended March 16. 
Tbe total production of soft coal, in- 
cluding lignite and coal made

coke, is estimated on the basis . of 
railway shipments at 10,686,000 tons 
oet. The rate of production per work- 
toe day was 1,781,000 tons as compar- 
ed with 1,878,000 tons daring the pre- 
ceding week. 
For tbe first ttme in 


five weeks the production per work- 
tog da? has fallen below 1,800,040. 
It is still, however, considerably in ex- 
cess of 1,723,000 tons, th« average dur- 
ing March, 1917. 


For the country M a whole almost 


no change occurred during the week 
ended March 9. The ratio of produc- 
tion to fall-time cap«:Ity was 70.6 per 
cent, as compared with 70.7 per cent 
daring the preceding week. Fluctua- 
tions in output were reported in cer- 
tain locations, but in general operating 
conditions hare been singularly con- 
stant for the last two weeks. 


The niost favorable operating con-

Mountain stated. In the middle west 
the output at present ranges from 70 
to 75 per cent of fort-time capacity. It 
is in tbe great prodoeing districts of 
Pennsylvania, aud West irginia thai 
car shortage continues roost acute.
